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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has presented arguments directed to the 
teaching of Harayama. Applicant has argued that Harayama does not teach oxidation of sulfoxide to sulfone but rather teaches oxidation of 
sulfide to sulfone as described in example 3. Examiner disagrees with applicants' argument and maintains the rejection of record. 
Examiner believes that oxidation of compound (IV) to compound (I) on page 3 of the EP document includes instances where the compound 
of formula (IV) is a sulfoxide (i.e. n = 1 ). The fact that Harayama does not exemplify the sulfoxide to sulfone oxidation does not limit the 
scope of what is disclosed on page 2. One skilled in the art would expect that conditions that are suitable for oxidizing sulfide to sulfone to 
be also suitable for oxidation of sulfoxide to sulfone. 

Applicants have also argued that the art provides no motivation to combine the references. Examiner again disagrees. The motivation to 
combine the references is to prepare known compounds with known properties. One skilled in the art would find it obvious to utilize known 
methodology to prepare known compounds. Rejection of claims 1-4 is maintained for reasons presented above and reasons of record. 
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
